Some of these plans are already 
begimning to bear fruit, Canada’s 
wheat market is assured for the next 
two years at least by the demands of 
the United Kingdom, France, and 
other uropean countries, due to Can- 
ada’s decision to sell all her whcat 
at $1.55 a bushel. 

This decision has been received with 
such gratitude by Britain’s grain 
trade leaders that the government is 
assured its policy will pay dividends to 
Canada in the future. 

In addition to this specific move- 
ment of a Canadian foodstuff abroa:l, 
the Minister of ‘Trade and Commerce 
reports that there will be an early ex- 
tension of Canada’s trade organiza- 
tion overseas, particularly im such 


countries as Belgium and the Nether- '

adian scientist has been appointed di- 
rector general of the new department, 
which will be charged with the prompt 
military application of new scientific 
and engineerng knowledge to defence 
planning and organization. 

This new Research and Development 
Branch, however, will do more than 
integrate civilian industrial inven- 
tions with military needs, It will be 
able to initiate its own projects, and 
when any of these can be developed 
for civilian industry, they will be made 
available in that capacity. 

Observers state that while armivs 
remain mechanized the establishment 
of this new branch is prudent and 
wise. 


SUBSIDY SUCCESSES 


Recent conferenves of agricultural 
experts have revealed some of the ex- 
tent ‘of the gfovernmpnt’s wartime 
subsidy arrangements on behalf of 
farm products, They have been ocf- 
fective and beneficial to both producer 
nd consumer, 

For example, subsidies on dairy pro- 
ducts have put more than $200,000,000 
in to farmers’ pockets since they were 
started as a war time control, And 
while these particular subsidies have 
been invaluable to farmers, they have 
also saved housewives between $3 
and $4 a month on food budgets.
